was by Rep. Daniel A. Reed, chairman of the

profits taxes to expire in June while compelling 
individuals to wait until December. Senator Taft 
has expressed the courageous view that instead 
of advancing the cut for individuals, the cut for 
corporations should be postpened. 


As for the views of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, not yet formulated, they should be 
shaped primarily by the outgo side of the bud- 
get. If Gen. Eisenhower concludes, as Mr. Tru- 
man did, that expenditures must rise from 74.5 
billion this yéar to 78.5 billion next year, then 
he will find it difficult to justify a tax cut that 
might increase the deficit. And the course of 
expenditures will be determined primarily by 
the Administration’s decisions in the field of 
national defense and foreign affairs, which to- 
gether account for 73 per cent of Mr. Truman’s 
estimates. 

The new Administration faces a big task in 
getting on top of the budget before the fiscal 
year begins July 1. Credit goes both to Mr. Tru- 
man and to Gen. Eisenhower for putting Bud- 
get Director Joseph M. Dodge on the job early. 
And Mr. Truman is entitled to credit for con- 
founding some of his critics. A few days ago 
they were confidently predicting that he would 
present a trick budget, with outlays so low that 
President-elect Eisenhower would be compelled 
to increase them.

Felicitations are in order for the Neus and 
Courier of Charleston, S. C., on the occasion of 
its 150th anniversary. Few American newspapers 
go back as far as 100 years. Even fewer can 
boast of a century and a half of life, so there is 
reason for celebration in the city of azaleas and 
old brick. 

Founded Jan. 10, 1803, as The Courier, it soon 
grew into one of the most influential in the 
South and frequently published news from Eu- 
rope before the New York press, thanks in part 
to a better schedule of mail packets and the 
enterprise of A. S. Willington, an impatient edi- 
tor who rowed out to meet the vessels. James 
Gordon Bennett the elder, then a minor em- 
ploye on The Courier, put that practice to good 
use years later on his New York Herald. 

The paper became the News and Courier in 
April 1873 under Francis Warrington Dawson, a 
London playwright who had eniisted in the 
Southern cause and fought with -Longstreet’s 
corps. Yet in the unhappy Reconstruction pe- 
riod, he preached moderation and even favored 
placing Negroes on the Democratic ticket for 
municipal office in Charleston. He was among 


the first to preach industrialization and im- 


proved farming methods for the South. 

William Watts Ball, its editor from 1927 to 
1950, when he retired, produced an editorial 
page that was pungent, cultured, irascible, opin- 
ionated and chockfull of personal flavor. Capt. 
Ball, author of “Essays in Reaction,” did some 
of his most powerful reacting against prohibition. 
With the advent of the Eighteenth Amendment, 
he noted, the ladies and gentlemen of his famous 
old city learned to drink corn liquor, whereas in 
the better old days they drank light wines. 

But newspapers like people must live in the 
present and not in the past. We salute the News 
and Courier on its first 150 years and extend 
best wishes for the next century and a half.

Not the Plan Commission, or the Mayor, 
or the Mayor’s Traffic Committee, or the Traffic 
Commissioner. No, the Board of Aldermen is in 
charge. This means 28 traffic directors for the 
city, swapping stop signs and taking a neighbor- 
hood view of a metropolitan problem. 

For years now jt has been obvious that traffic 
authority ought to be placed in one office. Mr. 
Coibion suggests that it be given to the Traffic 
Commissioner. But the Aldermen have never 
shown much disposition to surrender power. 

What now? White Tuesday made traffic an 
emergency problem. There will be more emer- 
gencies.
